We cannot name the circamstances 
which have Ied us to this belief, or rather, 
to this conviction,- becanse some were ‘told to 
us in confidence; and if we reluted others we 
‘Vshould have to-invade the privacy of society 
which would be impertiaent. on 

The leater.of the movement was. the Earl 
of Elgin. ‘We can assure our readers that if 
wawera atliberty to.relate two of His Lord- 
ship's. indignant effusions,. we should. be 
deomed rather jocose than veritable. Suffice 
it to say, he carvied. the idea. to: an extent 
that wasabsolutely ludicrous. Wo are strongly 
of opinon that the motive power of the orl 
in establishing the Customs in the manner 
he did,. was the idea of retaliating on the 
merchants, and: ‘despoiling them of some, of 
what he termed, “their ill gotten gains,” 
He always associated their mercantile opera- 
tions with the,“ crime” of smuggling, and 
really worked his animosities into the belief 
tbat he was deeply. injuring them by the-es- 
tablishimont of the Customs under foreign in- 
spectors.

imminent’ from, one moment to anothor, and Gen- | 
erat Gordon, not'being on the apot. could nat be 
cognisant of the circumstnaces involved. He was 
thas fed to conceive. that the course of action 
adopted was in opposition to the agreoment pre- 
viously entered: into; and nove, as both, Chinese] 
and foreigners appear to nttach ‘credence to moru! 
ramoura, and are ignorant that the “Futai's mo- } 
tives, although seemingly at variance with those 
of Genernl Gordon, were in’ fact, identical with | 
them,:it.behoves hins to remove all doubs vpon 
this subject -by tho issue of one’ distinct pro- 
clamation. : The facts to be stated are these.
